Women Eligible 
For Scholarship 
In Great Britain 

British Council Gives 
Four Dominion Awards 
To Qualified Grads 



Dominion Scholarships, previous- 
ly open to men and women, will 
for the remainder of war period be 
open to women only, the British 
Council has announced. 

In a letter received at McGill 
University from London, the Coun- 
cil states that it wishes to give 
specially qualified women grad- 
uates, of Dominion Universities an 
opportunity to study war time eon- 
ditions in Great Britain. For this 
purpose it is offering four scholar- 
ships of £300 each. The winners 
will also be given return train and 
ocean fares to Great Britain. The 
letter explains the aims of these 
awards as follows: 

"These scholarships are intended 
to enable specially qualified wo- 
men to visit the United Kingdom 
in order to study war-time condi- 
tions in some department within 
their particular field, for example, 
in Education, Eecitomics, Public 
Health, Social Service or Medicine. 
It is hoped that applications will 
be received from candidates of 
senior standing with good academic 
qualifications who have already 
had responsible practical exper- 
ience In Ihelr chosen sphere." 

To be eligible a candidate must 
be a British siibjcct, have passed 
her twenty-third birthday on the 
1st March, 1944, have graduated 
from a recognized Dominion aca- 
demie institution, and produce evi- 
dence that her qualifications are 
such as to enable her to undertake 
studies or research work of value 
in the particular subject which hit 
submits for approval." 

The preliminary solect.'on of the 
Canadian candidates will be made 
by the various Canadian Universi- 
ties and the final selection by the 
National Conference pf Canadian 
Universities. 

Applications for these scholar- 
sliips must reach the Rcgi.itrar of 
-McGill University by the 11th of 
December, 1044. at the very latest. 
Application forms and further in- 
formation may be obtained from 
the Registrar's Office.

For Free Postwar Germany 

Toronto, Nov." 15. — (CUP) — 
"That Post-War Gciynany Be a 
Free and United Natidn" was the 

resolution carried by a margin of 
one vote at a recent meeting of 
the Newman Club Debating Soci- 
ety. The decision was only 
reached after the Speaker cast 
his vote for the affirmative to 
break a tie. 

The first speaker for the affir- 
mative speaking for the. Govern- 
ment, began by saying that "We 
must offer the hand of friendship 
to Germany, giving her complete 
freedom and unity, in order to 
remove from her mind those 
thoughts which were rampant 
therein after the first Great War, 
the thoughts that' she was an 
underdog among nations, trampled 
upon by the militaristic heel of 
the Allied Nations." 

The leader of the Opposition 
started by stating that "it the 
forces of true liberalism receive 
the military and moral support 
necessary to the performance of 
their task during the long period 
it will require, the nation as a 
whole may yet work Its way into 
harmony with the rest of Europe." 

The second speaker for the af- 
firmative stated: "Freedom is the 
God-given right of every man, 
and how can we, who cherish our 
own freedom so highly, deprive 
another of it— and so it must be 
with Germany, The prosperity 
of Germany will be ensured 
when the German people all 
work together under a national 
government for the betterment of 
their own state." 

In rebuttal for the Opposition 
It was said: "Since the Prussian 
ideal of a Germanic super-race 
has been the motivating force in 
Germany's aggression and Prus- 
sian leadership the guiding hand, 
we feel that Germany should be 
relieved of Prussia."

On North Africa 

"Société Française" 
Is Host to First Event, 
Plans Conferences 



The adjutant-chef Louis Mergny 
was the speaker at . the first meet- 
ing of the "Société Française," yoi- 
terday afternoon. 

He was introduced by Sheila 
Mercer, president of the club. The 
subject c-f the talk was "North 
Africa in War-time." 

He explained that Africa is a 
continent four times as large' ak 
Canada which Is divided in two 
zones on influence, one English, the 
other French. 

"Algeria Is one of the important 
countries of North Africa. I recall 
the beautiful city of Kabulie which 
has been called the Algerian Swit- 
zerland. There, in Algeria, we 
fought against barbarous enemies, 
but after becoming our friends, in 
peace-time, they have beccme our 
brothers In arms in front of the 
common enemy. 

War-time has affected life in 
North Africa to a great extent. Be- 
fore the invasion of North Africa, 
food was scarce and so was water. 
Faces that looked happy, now are 
drawn and pale. Every family 
grieves a death, an old person or a 
child. But, on the eighth day of 
November, the people began to 
hope. Thuj; was the first step to- 
wards lil>eration of Europe. 

It is to be hoped that the colla- 
boration between France and the 
Allies will continue as, we must 
remember what Andre Maurois has 
said: "La France et l'Angleterre 
font songer a un couple humain 
qui, après mille traverses, découvre 
que jamais il ne fur plus indissol- 
ublement uni." 

Professor Darbelnet thanked the 
speaker.

Raymond À. Davis 
Praises Russian 
War. Effort 

Labor Club Hear 
Recently Returned 
Correspondent

The "greatness of Russia's 
struggle.' In the war,"' was the 
main theme of a speech by Mr. 
Raymond Davies, Canadian War 
Correspondent, to the Student 
Labour Club, yesterday after- 
noon. Mr. Davies went on to 
speak of Canada's relations with 
Russia, and of their future im- 
portance. He emphasized the 
fact, that Canada lies between 
the U.S. and Russia, and between 
England and Russia, and (here- 
fore that Canada should be care- 
ful that these two countries do 
not lise her merely as a passage 
for their trade," but that Cana- 
dian businessmen should start 
trading with their great neigh- 
bor at the West, and thus secure 
extensive Post-War markets. 
The Students of Russia 

Mr. Davies outlined the "ma- 
gnificent work" of the students 
of Russia. In their holidays, these 
students go to the front, where 
they not only fight and work, 
but also teach. 

In the siege of Leningrad, the 
students of its university were 
evacuated by air to Central Asia, 
Mr. Davis said, where they con- 
tinued their studies. 

Reconstruction 

When asked how Russia was 
rebuilding its ruined cities, Mr. 
Davies said, that the 'chief arch- 
itect' in each city, was a vet y 
powerful mam he had veto 
rights on any construction going 
on anywhere in the city. The 
first things the Russians are re- 
building, arc the factories, and 
the hospitals. Then they will put 
up temporary houses, built to 
last 5 years. Meanwhile perma- 
nent houses will be constructed, 
not on the skyscraper model, but 
on the small family home style. 

Mr. Davies told an anecdote, 
of the siege of Leningrad. The 
guns were booming, shrapnel was 
flying, and two architects were 
sitting in front of an old monu- 
ment, sketching It. "What are 
you doing?" asked Mr. Davies. 
"We are painting the monument,' 
they answered, "so that we can 
rebuild it if It is destroyed." 
' Culture and Beauty 

"This concern for culture and 
beauty, is even more laudable," 
Mr. Davies went on to say, "when 
one links It up with the willing- 
ness for sacrifice, that the whole 
country is showing. While the 
architects were doing their duty, 
preserving the culture of Russia, 
in the factories, men and women 
got so little focd— that they de- 
cided to live in the factory, fear- 
ing, that once they left, they 
would not have the physical 
strength to return." 

Mr. Davies told, how he stood 
on the heights above Leningrad, 
on the place where Hitler and his 
generals had stood. He looked 
through^ hist field-glasses, and he 
could see every street of the city, 
and every little streetcar passing.

Dr. J. S. Foster 
Recafied to Plan 
Construction

The University i)n.s decided to 
proceed immcdintcly with tlio 
construction of n Cyclotron and 
Radiation Laboratorj', Principal 
James announced last night fol- 
lowing a meeting of the Senate. 
Planned as 25-million-volt ma- 
chine, "tho atom-siîiashcr will 
bo one of the most powerful in 
the world." 

It will be recalled that plans for 
a Cyclotron were underway at Mc- 
Gill In 1938, but were Interfered 
with by the outbreak of the war. 

Dr. J. S. Foster has been recalled 
to the University from the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, in 
order that he may make detailed 
plans for the new laboratory. On 
leave of absence to the American 
university, he was working on "a 
project of very great importance 
to the prosecution of the war." 
Or. Foster 

A native of Nova Scotia. and a 
graduate of Acadia University, Pro> 
fessor Foster has had a brilliant 
career both as a student and teach- 
er. He was the first National Re- 
search Fellow in physics ° at ' Yala 
University and also held 'a -fellow- 
ship under the famous Professor 
Bohr at Copenhagen. Appointed 
Assistant Professor at McGill K 
1!I24, and Associate Profësspr' it . 
1029, he was made a full professe! 
in 1930. Previous holders of the 
Macdonald chair of Physics, found- 
ed by Sir William Macdonald, in- 
clude Lord Rutherford.. , 

"McGill has decided, to proceed 
with the construction after having 
been assured by the National Re- 
search Council of Canada that work 
of the nature envisaged by Dr. 
Foster would be a direct contribu- 
tion of a most important kind to- 
wards the solution of many scienti- 
fic problems likely to arise during 
the war and the ' post-war eras," 
continued the Principal. 

Lord Rutherford 

It is well known that the late 
Lord Rutherford was the first, to 
explain the disintegration of ra- 
dium and other radio-active ele- 
ments and these fundamental re- 
searches were commenced and 
carried on by him at McGill Uni- 
versity between 189B.and 1907. Thus 
it can be said, that Rutherford, at 
McGill, laid one of the main 
foundations of nuclear research" he 
added. 

Cyclotron 
The cyclotron itself was invented 
as a purely scientific Instrument by 
Professor Ernest Lawrence of the 
University of California in 1932.

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Films and Education 

The vitriolic Dean Swift made eome !n- 
ieresting mistakes in his career as satirist. In 
connection with his glib mockerj' of the fancy 
8eientist& who tried to extract sunrays from 
cucumbers, one thinks of modern vitamin pills 
and one wonders just who is having the last 
laugh. 

More to the point, there was his satire on 
educational methods where students learned 
their 'rithmetic by having it inscribed on tiny 
pieces of paper which they swallowed. What 
the "nil admirari" Swift never guessed was 
that in two centuries following his time, a new 
method of painless education was not only to 
rival his fantastic concoction, but was actually 
to work as a sound way of inculcating knowl* 
edge. 

All of which brings us to the place films 
can take in the work of education. For a long 
time, the movies were scoffed at ns a possible 
educational medium. It was like feeding stu- 
dents paper with formulate upon it and wait- 
ing for it to be digested. It would make stu- 
dents lazy and willing to accept what was 
presented without criticism, simply because it 
was so vivid. Students must learn to work by 
themselves and to think for themselves, said 
the teachers of the old school; there can be no 
siibsUUitc for hard and long work. 

"VVcU, the old men were fighting a losing 
game against time. They were like the labor- 
ers who wanted machinery withheld from the 
market in order to prolong the necessity of 
doing work by hand. Films were found of 
miraculous value in teaching, especially on 
scientific subjects, and they were used no mat- 
ter how much old dogs howled. 

It is human nature to seek to do things by 
the quickest means; and it is progress to get 
them done that way and to leave the mind 
free to attend to other matters. The exact place 
that films will acquire in education is not fully 
apparent as yet, the industry being still in its 
babyhood, but there are a few values in visual 
education that might well bo pointed out here. 

The first is the vivid and lasting impres- 
sion created. To be able to see in action what 
was once relegated to the piotureless words 
and immobile pictures of a text-book is a sig- 
nificant advance. It means that students can 
grasp certain fundamentals quickly, and then 
go on to a more intensive study. If by seeing 
the "Heart of the Inca Empire" in a movie a 
more accurate and stimulating knowledge of 
the South American civiliration is presented, it 
seems inordinately reactionary to insist that it 
be studied from a book. That books and lec- 
tures and^ individual study are necessary con- 
Btituents in an education is, of course, indis- 
putable. But that an education should be 
limited to those mediums is scarcely a creative 
attitude. 

The second value, that of pleasure in learn- 
ing, is a potent one. The stern unimaginative 
teaching that was a feature of boys' schools in 
England during Dickens' day is happily dying 
out. A flogging may make a lad learn his Latin 
verbs, but it will never make him like them. 
Modern educational theorists see thlit in order 
for a student to learn a lesson thoroughly, it 
is not imperative that the learning be un- 
pleasant. Interesting a person in a subject for 
its own sake seems a sounder aim. 

A glance at the comprehensive and varied 
program of the McGill Film Society will illus- 
trate these two values. It points up too the 
Society's place in ■ promoting the visual tech- 
nique of education. Such documentaries as 
"Labor Front" and "Painters of Quebec", 
varied with full-length movies like last night's 
"Of Mice and Men", constitute an essential, if 
e)ctra-currloular, put of pur academic sareer.

From Romanticism to Naturalism 

(4) EsHmatct and Conclusions 
In my last article I made tlic statement that Na- 
turalism, since it did not represent a large Indepen- 
dent social movement which could succeed histori- 
cally in developing itself In its period, was tmable 
to found a major literary tradition in its own right. 
The artlsta « the period could- not integrate their 
social satire with their artistic conscience, and Uius 
seldom reached beyond the novel or drama "a these." 
Modern naturalist prose, such as that of John Stein- 
beck or Michael Gold, has certainly not attained any 
of the peaks of art. And even Ibsen, who so typically 
began with the romantic symbolist poetry of Peer 
Gynt (note— Karl Marx too began his career as a 
poet) has been unable really to stand the test of 
changing times. 

However, the importance of the role of naturalism 
as incorporated in the modem movements can hard- 
ly be overestimated. It has done yecroan work in 
helping to clear obscurantism, bigotry and prigglsh- 
ness from the social as well as the literary scene. 
Whereas some other parts of the romantic line bog- 
ged down en route to become reactionary tools in 
the shape of Vlclorianism, or (as much of Ijugo's 
writing) sheer escapist sentimentalian, the vital ele- 
ments—the elements of realism, revolt and progress 
-wore instrumental In dc5troylng that very Vlclor- 
ianism, acUvated the great school of the Romantic 
Realltts (in the twentieth century as well), and 
pointed the way directly towards social reform. 
. "These elements, though modified to such an ex- 
tent that the more widespread "natural" naturalism 
of today might almost more correctly be called ra- 
tionalism, may point the way in our century as well 
to the enlightened working classes In their struggle 
for recognition. Concerning this point I am frankly 
too uncertain myself to hazard any gucîscs. How- 
ever, there may be some positive meaning in the 
fact that it is the best-seller nowadays, rather than 
the esoteric product of the great writer, which is 
likely to be brutally objective (Grapes of Wrath, 
Native Son, Strange Fruit). And the pervasive con- 
cept of realisn» which has come to larevall generally 
is of even more significance than the specific leml- 
mature noveL 

The nature of this realUm and its relation to the 
Industrial revolution I shall attempt to. deal wlUi 
more fully in later articles, on historical material- 
ism. As far as naturalism Itself goes, however, my 
personal opinion Is that it still partakes more of the 
sterile schizophrenic distaste for one's environment 
and inverted hatred which I have mentioned under 
the headings of Byronism and the cult of suffering, 
than of the positive and dynamic renaissant forces 
which our culture has long been awaiting. 

However, these pessimistic pronouncements on 
contemporary culture lead us beyond our subject. 
The assignment was to indicate how closely inter- 
woven arc Romanticism and Us offspring though ap- 
parent opposite-Naturalism. This I have attempted 
to do both by giving the direct evidence and by 
hinting at the parallel social development to which 
the cultural may be pinned down.

L'Affaire Sinatra: Finale 

The time has come, the walrus said, to talk of 
many things. This, as far as Time and Tide is con- 
cerned, will be the close of l'affaire Sinatra; and 
as such, a little clarification is needed. 

To be taken at face value is to be expected— but 
to have the nomination of Sinatra as America's 
outstanding product of 1944 taken as anything but 
satire is surprising. More than that — the little 
word sex, is so thoroughly dazzling that people 
rarely see beyond it — as the reaction has showed. 
The significance of Sinatra is sex, hut the deeper 
significance, to repeat, is adolescence. 

That adolescence is evidenced in many ramified 
waj-5-matters of sex among them, matters of non- 
Internationalism as well, but many more. Face- 
value again notwithstanding, it was hardly intend- 
ed to picture the United States as a nation of 
libertines, but rather as a nation exceptionally pre- 
occupied with sex and feminine beauty (for it is 
well known that in Europe, actual beauty is by 
comparison a minor criterion of a woman's attrac- 
tiveness— Magda Lupescu, for InsUnce). Few things 
in America are not advertised by the face and for- 
tune of a pretty girl— Barbasol, Packard cars, Rheln- 
gold beer, etc., etc. Even staid and sedate Time 
magazine felt constrained last week to picture a 
new rocket launching device in the arms of a rather 
distracting girl with conspicuously well-formed and 
well-displayed legs. This Is merely comment, not 
complaint 

Sinatra, however, is someUiing different; Bruce 
Bliven's arUcIe "The Voice and the Kids" in the 
latest issue of the New RepubUc ii hera recom- 
mended. It the phenomenon amouals merely to 
50.000 high-school kids, then why have not 100,000 
parents— or more— risen in righteous wrath to 
squelch this nonsense? And what of the future, it 
these are the high-school and even college students 
who are receiving presumably the best education 
for leadership that America can offer? 

Finally, a personal theory. Nations 
much like people, and outstanding national chsrac' 
terlstlcs can usually be compared to a fairly defin- 
ite age-group. The United States, by these stand- 
ards, is twentyish— but a twentyish youth orphaned 
at a very early age, forced to lend for himself and 
liking it, and working up a tremendous capacity 
for productive effort. But all these years, this 
youth ha^ lacked and refused parental ties and 
guidance, has lived until very recently on Intro- 
specUon with little regards to the ways of life of 
his neighbors. 

Canada, younger cousin to this youth, has play- 
ed together wlJh him, learned a great deal from 
him. but retained the parenUl ties which give re- 
straint, guidance, balance, and something of a sense 
of proportion. Canada, younger in years, less In 
strength, but older in spirit, is less vociferous, less 
irresponsible, more serious In thought and more 
stable in intent. Such is the final analysis.

Music Notes 



LriTLE SYMPHONY 

The Little Symphony of Montreal 
opened its 1944-4S season at the 
Hermitage on Wednesday night 
under the direction ot its perma- 
nent conductor Bernard Nayor. The 
program was carefully chosen and 
well balanced, and for the most 
part the selections were well suit 
ed to the size of the orchestra. 

The climax ot the evening was 
an outstanding performance of the 
Haydn "Oxford" Symphony, a 
work which can perhaps be best 
interpreted by an orchestra of this 
size. The graceful dignity so char 
acterlstic of Haydn, was almost 
uniformly attained and the spon 
taneity and charm ot the music was 
captured and held consistently 
throughout the four movements, 
The combination of the various 
sections of the orchestra gave the 
Impression ot;aTwell-handled, well- 
knit performance, under extremely 
capable direction. 

A point of great interest on the 
program was Mr. Naylor's own end' 
ing to the Gluck Overture. The 
original score goes right into the 
opera, and the concert transcrip- 
tion is a Wagner edition with a 
finale suitable only tor a full sized 
orchestra. The transition from the 
Gluck Into Mr. Naylor's own com- 
position was admirably done, and 
the mood of the work was carefully 
and pleasantly maintained. 

The second halt ot the concert 
was a little less successful. The 
Hindcmith ".Music of Mourning" 
was an unfortunate choice as the 
string section, the only section In 
demand, was not quite adequate. 
The theme is slow and dignified, 
and sails for a rich, full background 
to the solo, which the orchestra was 
unable to produce. The viola solo 
was well presented with a consid- 
erable depth of tone and intcprc- 
tation by Lucien Robert, first vlollst 
of the orchestra. 

The final work was the well- 
known "Jupiter" Symphony of 
Mozart, played a little unevenly 
and with a slight lack of the ease 
shown in the Haydn work. Mozart 
is often found hard to interpret, 
and so it seemed with the Little 
Symphony; although the final 
movement almost attained the mood 
that Mozart must have wanted to 
create. 

Credit must go to Mr. Naylor's 

eonductins, for the program was 
extremely well presented and the 
orchestra, especially the brass sec- 
tion, showed definite improvement 
over previous seasons.

BLIVE.V ON THE VOICE 
Sir.— It is unfortunate that the 
'Sinatra affair' should have been 

used by so many on the campus as 
an excuse for criticism of interna 
tlonal politics, and for the giving 
of personal insults.

He continues, "One girl wore a 
b.nndago for three weeks on her 
arm at the spot where, 'Frankle 
touched me'." He then goes on to 
tell of a soldier with the same name 
as Sinatra, who when he appeared 
in public was, "mobbed by femin- 
ine admirers who tore off most of 
his clothes." (We wonder why?). 

Bllven thinks that about four- 
fifths ot those present at Sinatra 
performances are of the feminine 
sex, and that four-fifths of these 
are 'teen-age children (12 to 10). 
He asks, "What is the cause of it 
all," and replies, "Undoubtedly, just 
plain sex has a great deal to do 
with the whole matter." So!

PASTORAL

After having the mud and hor- 
rors of the war slung at us for the 
past five years through the medi- 
ums ot motion pictures and novels, 
poetry and propaganda Journalism, 
it is indeed refreshing to read a 
story that rings with truth and 
simple sincerity, PASTORAL it 
just such a story. Although at times 
the grammar falters, and the 
phrasing is awkward, although it 
lacks the teai^-Jerking elements to 
common in war-time novels, it cap- 
tures accurately the story of the 
R.A.F. and brings forth the realiza- 
tion that war is not made up ot a 
"bunch of bloody heroes who dare 
all for the sake of God, country 
land king." but ot human beings 
who can keep on living and lov- 
ing, who feel personal emotions 
from the commonplace things of 
life, and who take the war as a 
Job, one that can be done with 
the coolness and precision ot an 
accountant's Job in an office. 

Yet the story is not cold and scl- 
tlfic; it has a simple, warmth and 
humour. The plot is the . age-old 
story of boy winning girl after 
being repulsed, and the pastoral 
setting for their courtship adds at- 
traction. The war-consciousness is 
brought out In precisely the way 
it must affect the hundreds of cou- 
ples In love in England today . . . 
that of impressing them with an 
acute sense of the passing of life's 
span on this earth. 

The selection from Herrick's "Co. 
iteaa's Going A-Uajrins" twhlcb in- 



troduces the second chapter of the 
book expresses well the undercur- 
rent of time In respect to the love 
affair, which plays the most im- 
portant part in the novel. 

The two "action shots" of the 
crew on operations are well des- 
cribed. The feeling of tenseness and 
the undercurrent of excitement arc 
portrayed, without once being over- 
done. It is too real for that. And 
equally true to reality arc the 
feelings of the men when they are 
aware that they may at any minute 
be hurtled into "the drink." They 
do not become panicky, but accept 
it in the manner that they have 
been trained; yet without the bru- 
tal coldness or element ot self-sac- 
riflcc so many authors would have 
men feel as they dive heroically 
to death. 

The suspense of action is never 
maintained at the expense of real- 
ism. That Is what makes the story 
so refreshing in its relation to other 
war stories.' 

True to the English characteris- 
tics is the delicate manner in which 
the author handles the love scenes. 
However, here we cannot help but 
feel that he hu perhaps gone a 
little too far ' in the opposite ex- 
treme. He at times verges on brus- 
quencss and a harsh haste to'get 
on with it,' or to relieve the sus- 
pense or strain with humour, some 
ot which is in doubtful taste, parti- 
cularly upon the description of the 
lovers' first kiss.

Sinatra — Swoonatra to the ladies? 
Undoubtedly it Is something to 
think about. As far as I am con 
earned Sinatra is a nuisance, who 
is moking no constructive contri- 
bution to the morals or the morale 
of his young admirers. It may be 
true that, the awkward, dissipated, 
forlorn look of Sinatra does arouse 
the maternal instinct ot the young 
"bobby-sockefs." Who knows? In 
one sense the whole affair, includ- 
ing Sinatra, strikes me as a big 
Joke; and I think that the majority 
of the older girls at least who arc 
at the Forum on Sunday night, will 
be there more because ot curiosity 
than anything else. 

But the affair has its serious 
angle, and here I would like to 
quote Mr. Bllven again, since he 
as a writer (and an American) eX' 
presses the thing better than ; 
could or have time to do. He says 

"Our civilization no doubt seems 
wonderful to the children ot half- 
starved Europe ... and yet, if I 
read the bobby-sockers aright, wc 
have left them with a hunger still 
unfulfilled; a hunger for heroes, 
for Ideal things that do not appear 
... in a civilization that is so busy 
making and selling things as ours 
There is much food for thought in 



these words. 

Those of us who are concerned 
about the future of our youth and 
of our civilization in a confused 
world would do well to ponder 
Bliven's concluding sentence. . . . 



"Perhaps Frankle is more import- 
ant as a symbol than most of us 
are aware."

Senate alone, and all that students 
can do is to express their opinion 
one way or the other about it, In 
the hope that Senate may be favor- 
ably disposed." It may be true that 
Senate may alone change Its de- 
cisions, but it Is certainly a greater 
truth that students can do more 
than express an opinion. 

Senate docs not live in a vacuum;

interested in this particular branch 
of Science.

"Some of the McGill men went 
to Cnlifornia to study Dr. Law- 
rence's Instrument before the war 
and one of the graduates of the 
Physics Department, Dr. R. L. 
Thorton, has been responsible for 
the constructim of what Is regard- 
ed as the best cyclotron at present 
in operation, that at St. Louis, Mis- 
souri." 



Raymond A. Davis Praises 
Russian War Ëilort

And he wondered, how that city, 
could have withstood the might 
of the German Army, for so 
long. 

Post-war 
Mr. Davics talked of Russia's 
plans for Post-war .settlement. 
,The Russians are willing to meet 
the United Nations in peaceful 
agreements as to general policies, 
he said, but they insist on having 



the Germans -punished, and mak- 
ing a harsh and Just peace. 

Speaking ot^ civilians in the 
country held by the Germans for 
several years, Mr. Daviès sald^ 
that, the only thing which kept 
these people from going mad 
with grief, was the commonness 
ot disaster. When he visited an 
orphanage, he asked a little boy, 
"Where arc your parents", and 
the child answer, "Dead, like 
everyone else's". 

Passing through the miles ot 
German dead, near the front, Mr. 
Davles said that he, and the 
other correspondents did nol 
even feci the horror any more; 
their tenses had been numbed. 
General Bor. 

Asked of the question regard- 
ing General Bor's uprising in 
Warsaw, Mr. Davles mentioned 
that the Russians were not to 
blame in any way. "The whole 
thing had been caused by a mis- 
understanding," he said.. "Gener- 
al Bor's uprising was considered 
a strategical mistake in Moscow.* 
The Russians could not help. 
Their troops were far too ad- 
vanced anyhow, and in small 
number. Any further advance 
would have cut them off com- 
pletely, and rendered them at the 
mercy of the Germans, who were, 
and still are, very firmly en- 
trenched around Warsaw." 

Mr. Davles closed, by demon- 
strating the absurdity ot the cur- 
rent fear ot the spread of Com- 
munism. "Russia will need all 
her energies to rebuild her own 
country. She is perfectly willing 
to participate in a United Na- 
tions Entente. She wants peace, 
and she needs peace. She has to 
clean her country ot the German 
poison, left behind." 

"In time," concluded Mr. Davles, 
"all our difficulties will be over- 
come, if wo really want, and it 
we really work for. Peace and 
Liberty."
